DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . The Examiner acknowledges Applicant's submission on 3/16/09 including 
amendments to claims 1,2,4, 5, 9-1 3,16,17,1 9, 20, 24 and 25. In view of the 
amendments to the specification and claims, the 35 U.S.C. 101 rejections against 
claims 9-14, 16-21, 23 and 24 are withdrawn. Claims 1-6, 8-14, 16-21 and 23-25 are 
allowed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-6, 8-14, 16-21 and 23-25 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: With respect 
to independent claims 1, 9, 17, 24 and 25, "HTML 4.01 Specification", herein referred to 
as HTML discloses navigating between pages within a series of pages. HTML 
discloses a current page from a series of pages that is displayed and each page within 
the series of includes the link to a contiguous page. HTML does not disclose providing 
a preference customization window. Prior art combinations do not disclose user defined 
customization means for identifying series links within a page including different field for 
customizing key words associated with the series links, with priority values being 
assigned to the different fields in the preference customization window to resolve 
multiple different series links being identified within the page. The independent claims 
further discloses that it is the user defined preferences from this preference 
customization window that is used to determine the series link in the current page for 
accessing a contiguous page within the series of pages. 
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Since claims 2-6, 8, 1 0-1 4,16,1 8-21 and 23 depend on claims 1 , 9, 1 7, 24 and 
25 and include all of the limitations of these claims, claims 2-6, 8, 10-14, 16, 18-21 and 
23 are considered allowable for the reasons in which claims 1 , 9, 17, 24 and 25 is 
allowable. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments, filed 3/16/09, have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The rejection of claims 1-6, 8-14, 16-21 and 23-25 has been withdrawn.
